First SEssion—JULY 2ND, 2:30 P. M. 

President Feazel in the chair. 

The Association was welcomed by Theodore W. Koch, Librarian of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, and the response was made by John E. King, of the executive com- 
niittee. 

The President’s address followed. 

On motion, the minutes of the fourth annual meeting were approved as printed 
in the Law LIBRARY JOURNAL. . 

The Secretary-Treasurer made his report as follows:

Your attention is called to the fact. that we have paid during the past year for 
six numbers of the Index instead of four, the usual number issued in twelve months. 
Among these were two cumulative numbers. We have also defrayed the cost of the 
work of the business manager of volume 1, as contracted for by the association. So far 
as your Secretary-Treasurer is aware, all bills are paid. 

The balance on hand, as stated above, is on deposit in the Fifth Avenue Bank of 
New York. 

There are now 125 members, a net gain of eleven over last year. 

On motion of Mr. Small, an auditing committee was appointed by the President, 
consisting of Messrs. A. Coleman Sheetz, Edward B. Adams and O. J. Field. 

Mr. O. J. Field, chairman of the committee on securing Latin-American laws, 
reported for the committee, which report, together with other reports and papers not 
included in these minutes, will be found printed elsewhere in the Law LrBrary Jour- 
NAL. It was suggested that Mr. Field’s report be copyrighted, and on motion of Mr. 
Hewitt, the matter was referred to the executive committee for such action as might 
seem best. 

On motion, the report was accepted and the committee continued, with instrue- 
tions to co-operate, so far as possible, with the comparative law bureau of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association. 

Dr. G. E. Wire, chairman, read the report of the committee on binding. 

Mr. A. J. Small, chairman, reported for the committee on the bibliography of 
the statute laws of the states. In connection with this report, Mr. Myers of the Li- 
brary of Congress announced that the New York State Library was compiling bibli- 
ographies of session laws. 

On motion, the report of the committee was accepted and approved, and the 
president was directed to arrange for a continuation of the work. 


Seconp Session—Jvury 47H, 10 A. M. 
Joint session with National Association of State Libraries 


George 8. Godard in the chair. 

The chairman outlined the work of the National Legislative Reference Service 
for 1910 and asked for suggestions of subscribers who were present. 

Herbert O. Brigham stated that the Rhode Island State Library had found the 
service of great value. Legislators had been able thereby to refute misstatements and 
keep in touch with the volume, character and progress of legislation in other states, 
information which had never before been available. 

Mrs. Spencer, of the Michigan State Library, said she could not express herself 
too strongly with regard to the benefits derived from the service in her library. 

On question from A. J. Small the chairman stated that the service covered all 
bills introduced. 

Mr. Galbreath of the Ohio State Library said that he proposed to keep the cards 
for a number of years and cumulate the information. He felt it desirable that the 
company furnish comprehensive and not selected information. 
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Mr. McCurdy of the Pennsylvania State Library suggested the advisability of 
greater uniformity in the briefing of the titles of the bills, to show whether bills con- 
tained new matter or merely amendatory matter. Mr. Allen of the Law Reporting 
Company stated that lack of uniformity or clarity was in many instances unavoidable, 
that the briefing of the titles was done by lawyers experienced in that, class of work, 
and that the company had constantly in mind the necessity for care in this particular, 
but that the briefer was under the necessity of working from the official titles of the 
bills and not from the bills themselves, and that the official titles were often not il- 
Juminating. 

Mr. Lapp of the Indiana Legislative Reference Bureau stated that he had not 
subscribed because he considered keeping up the work of the service fully might re- 
suit in a thing of lesser importance becoming the supreme thing in the department. 
He dwelt at Jength on the advantages of the service. 

R. H. Whitten of the New York Public Service Commission, First District, said 
that there must be selection of some kind in handling the cards which would prob- 
ably total 80,000 when nearly all the legislatures would be in session. This selection 
might be made either in the locality or by some central body. 

C. W. Andrews of the John Crerar Library in Chicago spoke of the value of the 
service to a large public library which aimed to supply information to students of 
comparative legislation. He recommended that at least once a month the company 
issue a separate sheet giving for each state a list of bills passed. 

C. F. D. Belden of the Massachusetts State Library stated that the legislators 
had made considerable use of the information, and that the library had been able to 
send for and have on hand the more important bills. 

Mr. Allen of the Law Reporting Company stated that he expected the legislation 
of 1911 would produce 45,000 to 50,000 bills. He stated further that the service had 
heen operated during 1910 at a loss to his company of about $1,700, and that the cost 
for the coming year would have to be about $250, unless the number of corporations 
subscribing should be largely increased. He expressed confidence that in a year or 
so the subscribers would so increase as to make it possible to reduce the price to $100 
for heavy years and less than $100 for light vears. He asked that the committee sup- 
ply a classification for the arrangement of the cards. He promised to consider the 
various suggestions which had been made. 

On the suggestion of the chairman, a motion was made and carried directing him 
to appoint a committee of five to confer with Mr. Allen. In accordance with the reso- 
lution, the chairman appointed, besides himself, Messrs. Whitten, an Lapp 
and Brigham.

TutrD SEssion—Jvury 4, 2:30 P. M. 


President Feazel in the chair. 

Mr. Schenk read a paper on Instruction in the Use of a Law Library. After 
discussion it was, on motion of Mr. Schenk, voted that the President appoint a com- 
mittee of five to report to the Association on an ideal course for law schools in legal 
bibliographical training. 

Professor Cooley spoke regarding the beginning of the movement for giving 
courses on legal bibliography .in law schools. 

Harold L. Butler, business manager of the Index, reported as follows: 

During the year ending July Ist, 1910, I have exchanged advertising space with 
the Michigan Law Review, one-half page; Yale Law Review, one-half page ; Central 
T.aw Journal, one page. 
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I have taken a half page in the Harvard Law Review at the special rate of $16.00 
for four issues. ; 

The publishers of Case and Comment are willing to make an exchange and I 
think that publication is a pretty good advertising medium. 

As a result of these advertisements I have received 49 inquiries, a fair percentage 
of which have sent in heir subscriptions. 

I have sent out three general letters, one to the members of the Association ask- 
ing their support, and one to the trade notifying them that we would give them a 
discount of 20 per cent. on all subscriptions taken by them, and one letter to the deans 
of the various law schools. 

The letter to the members of the Association brought forth a few replies but 
very little business. 

The letter to the trade did us some good. I think we received about a half 
dozen subscriptions through the dealers, mostly from Canada. 

I have only received one reply to my Jetter to the deans of the law schools. 

We have not accomplished nearly as much during the vear as I thought we would, 
but we have gone ahead a little and the outlook is very bright for next year. 

What we want is more advertising. We have got to educate the lawyers up to 
using the Index before we will ever be able to build up a large subscription list. I 
hope we will have time at one of our meetings to give this matter our careful consid- 
eration. 

On motion, this report was accepted and approved. 

In the absence of the managing editor, Mr. Glasier, his report was read by Miss 
Harriet J. Imhoff, his assistant in the Wisconsin State Library, as follows: 

Not many material changes have been made in the make-up of the Index dur- 
ing the past year. The managing editor has from the beginning been firm in the 
belief that the author index is little used, and therefore of minor importance, and 
pursuant thereto and by the authority of the executive committee such author index 
has been materially shortened and relegated to a place following the subject index 
instead of preceding it. I deem this change an improvement from a practical as well 
as an economic standpoint. 

In the list of magazines indexed appearing on the first page of each number we 
formerly, included the period covered by each magazine. It was thought best by the 
executive committee at their annual meeting to substitute for this the addresses of 
the magazines indexed, owing to numerous requests which came to the editors for 
information on this subject. The period covered is of no great practical value to any 
except the editors, and this information can be kept on a separate list for their use. 
Where a reader is looking for an article, however, the magazine containing it is fre- 
quently unavailable and it is convenient to have the address so that he may send to 
the publishers for it. 

Pursuant to the direction of the executive committee we have continued the 
book reviews, and are awaiting the action of the Association on the question of 
whether we shall continue them further. It is a serious question in the mina of the 
managing editor whether, in view of the labor of compiling these book reviews, the 
amount of space occupied by them and the consequent expense of printing, they are 
worth the cost. This can only be determined by ascertaining at the meeting, or 
otherwise, how much practical use is made of this feature by our subscribers. Per- 
sonally, I am not in favor of continuing the book reviews, but they should by all 
means be continued if found to be sufficiently useful by our subscribers. 

It is with considerable satisfaction that I call attention to the growth of the 
Index as to the field covered. The April, 1909, number indexed 35 magazines. The 
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April, 1910, number indexed 49 magazines including the Political Science Quarterly, 
which was omitted from the list by mistake. The current or July number will in- 
clude in its list 53 magazines besides a number of general magazines through which 
Mr. Steinmetz searched and found articles which he has indexed. It will be our en- 
deavor in the future to search out and index practically all the legal material appear- 
ing in the general magazines, although this involves a large amount of work. It has 
been found impracticable to depend upon any general index for this material, the 
only safe way being to go through the magazines themselves, one by one. 

In the May, 1910, number of the American Political Science Review there was 
a short review of the January, 1910, number of the Index criticising it for having 
omitted some important magazines, to wit: Journal of Comparative Legislation, 
Maine Law Review, Political Science Quarterly and the Yale Law Review. The Po- 
litical Science Quarterly was indexed but inadvertently omitted from the list. The 
Journal of Comparative Legislation was overlooked. The Maine Law Review will 
be included from the October number on, and the Yale Law Review, also, if we can 
make arrangements with the publishers to get it. by exchange. We will also include 
the Journal of Criminal Law & Criminology, and the Lawyer and Banker. It has 
been, the endeavor of the editors to include every legal magazine available containing 
legal articles of importance, and if any of the members know of any that we may 
have overlooked we shall be grateful for advice regarding them. 

Another matter which must be solved sooner or later is the inclusion of the Bar 
Association Reports. This.is rather a large field, and we have had our hands full so 
far without attempting it, but if the Index is to reach its fullest usefulness and cover 
the entire field open to it, the problem should be met. The removal of our Indexer 
from Madison makes this problem a still more difficult one, as the place to which he 
is going, I understand, has not the facilities afforded by a large law library. The 
only method which suggests itself to me of immediately meeting and solving this 
problem is the appropriation by the Association of such an amount as may be neces- 
sary to hire this work done. I can probably arrange to have the work done here if 
the Association sees fit to adopt that course, but the whole matter is one which I 
wish to leave entirely with the Association, without recommendation. 

About a year ago I made application to have the Index entered at the Madison 
post office as second class matter which would give us a rate of 1 cent per pound, 
whereas we are now paying 8 cents. This application ran along until the early part 
of this year when I received a letter from the third assistant postmaster-general stat- 
ing that the application had been denied. I have intended to take some further ac- 
tion in the matter but have not had the time, and am not fully convinced that it 
would pay to trouble with it further. 

We are now having printed 500 copies of each number. As we have only about 
150 subscribers there is a large excess of unused copies which I am obliged to store. 
1 have inquired of the printer how much we could save by cutting down the number 
printed, and am advised that the saving would be $4 per hundred on the, quarterly 
numbers. The saving on the annual number would be larger. I think 300 copies 
would be ample for all purposes and recommend that the number of copies printed 
be reduced to that extent. This will mean a saving of between $30 and $40 per year 
on the printing, and at the same time leave us an ample number of copies, in my 
judgment, for all ordinary purposes. 

Mr. Steinmetz has been doing good work on the indexing and it should not be 
overlooked that a large part of the credit for the success of the magazine is due to his 
efforts. Having finished his law course here he expects to move to Knoxville, Tenn., 
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within the next few days, to practice law. This is a matter of much regret to the 
writer for I have found it very desirable and much more convenient to have all of the 
work done here, and if I am to continue with the editorship I sincerely hope that 
when Mr. Steinmetz resigns the work it may be returned to Madison. 

The July number is progressing favorably, nearly all the work of indexing hav- 
ing been done. We hope to get it out ,at least as promptly as we have the other 
numbers. 

On motion, the managing editor was requested to apply for a second-class post- 
age rate on the Index as a publication of a learned society, and not a publication 
for gain. 

On motion, it was voted to continue the policy of inserting in the Index refer- 
ences to book reviews, but to abbreviate the entries as much as possible, and to omit 
references to all notes and reviews which in the opinion of the editor might seem of 
no great value. 

On motion, it was resolved to include in the Index references to Bar Associa- 
tion proceedings and to annotated cases, and to enlarge the author index by the in- 
sertion of short titles and specific references to the places where the articles may be 
found in the periodicals, if in the opinion of the executive committee it seemed 
feasible. 

On motion, the president ,was directed to appoint a nominating committee of 
three, and in accordance therewith, announced the following committee: 

Charles F. D. Belden, Chairman, E. E. Willever, and Mrs. Mary C. Spencer. 


Fourtu Sesstion—Juty 5TH, 9:30 A. M. 


President Feazel in the chair. 

Herbert Putnam, Librarian of Congress, addressed the Association on the ecata- 
loguing of the law division of the Library of Congress. He reported substantial 
progress, and stated that many cards were now available for those who might desire 
them. He recommended ,that the Association appoint a committee on legal classi- 
fication for shelf arrangement and cataloguing. 

On motion, a vote of thanks was passed for the suggestions made by Mr. Put- 
nam. 

On motion of Mr. Small, the president was directed to appoint a committee, as 
suggested by Mr. Putnam, to co-operate with the Library of Congress in the prepara- 
tion of a classification of law. 

Mr. Godard addressed the Association on the “Equipment, Arrangement, etc., of 
the New Connecticut State Library,” presenting plans, and answering many ques- 
tions. 

A rising vote of thanks was tendered to Mr. Godard for the information given. 

Miss Ingeborg Fredlund and Mrs. Eva N. Hawley read papers on loose-leaf law 
reports, which was followed by a discussion. 

On motion of Mr. Godard, it was voted to ask publishers of reports to include 
in each number of the advance parts of any volume a cumulative index covering sub- 
jects and cases in the volume.

Edward B. Adams read a paper on the cataloguing of the Social Law Library 
in Boston. 

In the absence of J. Oscar Emrich, a paper by him was read by the Secretary- 
Treasurer on the methods pursued in the cataloguing of the Allegheny County Law 
Library in Pittsburgh. 

Miss Gertrude E. Woodard, Chairman, presented the report of the committee 
on exchange of duplicates. After discussion, it was, on motion, resolved to continue 
the committee, and the committee was directed. to make an attempt to get together 
an exchange list of Bar Association duplicates and to publish the same in the Law 
LIBRARY ,J OURNAL.

President Feazel in the chair. 

Luther E. Hewitt presented a paper on Pennsylvania side reports. 

Miss Gertrude E. Woodard reported on the cataloguing of the session laws in 
the law library of the University of Michigan. A special statement regarding this 
work will be found elsewhere in this number of the Index. 

In the absence of A. H. R. Fraser, his paper on the duties of the librarian of a 
university law library towards the library patrons, was read by the Secretary-Treas- 
urer. 

O. J. Field read a paper on the same general subject, from the point of view of 
a governnment or state institution. 

F. 0. Poole spoke of the regulations in force regarding this matter in the li- 
brary of the Association of the Bar of the City of New York. 

On motion of John E. King, it was voted that any member of the Association 
who might attend the Brussels International Library Convention might do so as a 
delegate of this Association, but without cost of the Association. 

Mr. Sheetz, chairman of the auditing committee, reported on behalf of the com- 
mittee that they had examined the accounts of the Secretary-Treasurer and the vouch- 
ers showing expenditures during the past year, and had found them correct and in 
good order.

G. E. Wire read a paper from Miss Hetty Gray Baker on the loaning of law 
books, and he stated the practice of his own library in the matter. He promised for 
the Law Lisprary JouRNAL a statement from Mr. Colson, Librarian of the New York 
State Law Library, on the same subject. 

On motion of Dr. Wire, the president was directed to appoint a committee to 
consider the reprinting of early state and territorial session laws, and to co-operate 
in the matter with the committee of the National Association of State Libraries. 

Mr. Godard, as Chairman, presented the report of the committee appointed at 
the joint session with the National Association of State Libraries, on the national 
legislative reference service, as follows: 

The committee appointed at the Joint Meeting of the American Association of 
Law Libraries and the National Association of State Libraries, to report upon the 
endorsement of the plan for prompt, detailed and comprehensive reports upon cur- 
rent legislation, respectfully report that the National Legislative Reference Service 
as inaugurated in connection with the legislation of 1910, by the Special Committee 
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of the National Association of State Libraries, has proven itself to be possible, serv- 
iceable and desirable. 

We therefore respectfully urge all librarians who are able to do so to subscribe 
for the service at as early a date as possible in order that necessary arrangements may 
be made, and the necessary cost of the service more equitably distributed.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SECURING LATIN-AMERICAN LAWS. 


The committee on securing Latin-American laws has the honor to report that 
during the past year every possible effort has been made to obtain the information 
desired by the Association concerning the laws of the Central and South American 
countries and information concerning the legal publications of those countries, but 
has met with only partial success. ‘I'he committee, however, is able to submit con- 
siderable information on this subject, which it is hoped will prove of interest to law 
librarians. 


BUREAU OF MANUFACTURES, 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE AND LABOR. 


During the past year the bureau of manufactures of the department of com- 
merce and labor has made an effort to secure a collection of the commercial laws of 
the Latin-American countries. These reports were obtained by the department of 
commerce and labor in response to a circular letter addressed to the diplomatic of- 
ficers of the United States in those countries. This bureau now has in its collec- 
tion the commercial laws of about fifteen of the Central and South American coun- 
tries, as follows: 

Argentina. Codigo de Comercio, 1909. 

Brazil. Resume, 1910. 

Costa Rica. Brief synopsis, 1909.

ENGLISH EDITION OF THE COMMERCIAL LAWS OF THE WORLD. 


The attention of the Association is invited to the fact that a revised and greatly 
enlarged edition of the well known work of Dr. O. Borchardt, arranged by numer- 
ous contributions from the world, including the commercial and maritime laws, the 
laws on bills, notes, bankruptcy and insurance, will soon be published by Martinus 
Nijhoff, Nobelstraat 18, The Hague. This work will contain the original text and 
its English translation. The subscription price for the complete work, which will 
be finished in about two years, will be about $200, or separate volumes will be sup- 
plied to those not desiring the complete set. Correspondence concerning this work 


should be had direct with the publisher. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


It is the recommendation of the committee that the Association endeavor to ob- 
tain information concerning the laws of the Latin-American countries by direct 
communication with the legal societies in those countries and the deans of the law 
departments of their universities. This course was suggested by one of the officials 
of the library of congress as probably the only way in which the information sought 
could be obtained, and through the courtesy of the library of congress we have ob- 
tained a list of the legal societies in Central and South America and a list of the 
universities in the Latin-American countries, with the names of the deans of tha 
law departments. Mr. W. W. Bishop, the superintendent of the reading room of 
the library of congress, to whom we are indebted for these lists, states that in a re- 
cent conversation with one of the diplomatic officers of one of the South American 
countries it was learned that in all probability these societies and universities would 
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be very glad to afford all facilities within their power to the law libraries of this 
country in securing the laws of the different countries. 

It is further suggested that considerable information concerning the laws of the 
Latin-American countries could be obtained from the official gazettes of the differ- 
ent countries, as the laws and decrees of the various Latin-American countries are 
promulgated in these official gazettes before the same take effect. It might be well 
for the Association or the libraries interested to subscribe for these official gazettes. 
If the Association should take up this matter it is suggested that the correspondence 
be conducted in Spanish, as it is understood but little attention is paid to letters in 
English, and while the correspondence should be carried on in a business-like way, 
it would also be well to keep in mind that the Latin-American countries are accus- 
tomed to forms of diplomacy even in business matters unknown in this country, and 
communications should be in diplomatic form to receive attention.

REPORT OF BINDING COMMITTEE. 


Our report for this year takes up several topics, all closely related to the ques- 
tion of law book binding. 


NEW LEATHERS. 


In the line of new leathers suitable for law book work we mention Niger Goat 
as imported by them and then retanned at their works in Peabody, Mass., by 
N. Moore’s Sons, 95 South St., Boston, Mass. This is the genuine article bought 
by them at Kanoa, caravan headquarters in northern Nigeria, and from there car- 
ried on camels back across the Sahara Desert to Tripoli on the Mediterranean Sea. 
This morocco has been so high priced as to forbid its use, other than as a luxury. 
As Moore’s Sons sell it after retanning it here it costs 21 cents a foot and the skins 
average about 7 square feet apiece. For genuine morocco leather it is as cheap a price 
as we can hope for, being about $18.00 a dozen, varying as to size and condition of 
the skins. The leather is firm and tough, the grain is that of the ordinary pebble 
variety. This grain may of course be changed or it may be left out giving the 
leather its original appearance as imported. The colors are a light tan and light 
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red, the latter being the original color of the skins as sold by the natives. Of 
course it is not equal to Haussman morocco nor equal to pigskin but as a low-priced 
leather is good for repairing, rebinding or first binding of law books in our judg- 
ment. 


NEW BUCKRAMS. 


The buckrams put on the market one year ago have given good satisfaction as 
a binding material for law books. The text book publishers are using the light 
shades on their edition work and a number of the state reports are coming in these 
new cloths. Some of the publishers of state reports are using canvas, duck and the 
older buckrams, and a few reports still issue in sheep. Some of these sheep copies 
follow the contracts and the law but the publishers would gladly issue them in buck- 
ram if allowed to do so. The standard United States buckram used on the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission Decisions looks well and wears well. It takes ink 
well and so does some of the canvas. There is a difference in the inks and also in 
manner of applying them. If the right ink is used, allowed to dry, and if the cloth 
surface will admit, a coat of varnish is given the binder’s title, there will be no 
smirching or smooching. The use of the lightest shades of cloth for a law binding 
is more sentimental and self-deceptive than economical and practical. They may 
he a fair imitation of the color of new sheep leather but there is this difference be- 
tween them: All calf and sheep of the light shades darken by dirt and time and more 
especially by the preservatives sometimes used. In fact they so change their rela- 
tive color as to show gilding well directly on the surface. But the light hued cloths 
do not change their color and show dirt. All the worse for it. Gilding does not show 
well on them and ink is liable to smirch and smooch on them. Would not a darker 
shade, dyed in the yarn, be better for all around use in the long run? These would 
admit of gilding directly on the back, thus doing away with all labels and skivers. 
The darker colors will not show dirt so readily and a slight change of shade on a 
number of them, inevitable in a set coming out all the time, would not be so no- 
ticeable. 

For text books and cases an agreeable change might be secured by using the 
dark shades of red or blue. Several of these will be found in the sample book of 
the Library of Congress for their own binding schedule. 


PRESERVING BOOK LEATHERS. 


In looking over the manuals of practical book-binding of which there are an 
even dozen in the English language, most of them English and most of them pub- 
lished within the last 20 years, we fail to find any adequate treatment of this im- 
portant subject. We have succeeded in getting most of our current editions into 
cloth, but what shall we do with the hundreds and thousands of sheep and calf books 
in our library which are disintegrating faster than we can rebind them? Only one 
of these manuals gives us any recipe for preserving leather bindings, Cockerel, Book 
Binding and Care of Books, 302, where a mixture of paraffine wax and castor oil is 
mentioned. But no results so far as we know or can find out are given. A com- 
mercial, secret process costing from 5 to 7 cents per volume is in use here in New 
England and is well spoken of by those who have had it applied to their books. But 
as librarians we deprecate secret processes and want: something we can apply our- 
selves. One library here represented has treated hundreds of volumes during the 
past year at a cost of one cent a volume for one agent and two cents a volume where 
a preserving agent and a varnish was also used. For the money this certainly does 
the most good and preserves the volume until it can be rebound in cloth. 
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SEWING AND LACING IN. 


Referring to Mr. Small’s remarks on the making of law books at our last ses- 
sion about sewing all along and lacing in, with more especial reference to job work, 
we may say that most of our text books and some of our reports are on the whole 
well done for edition work. A good machine sewing, with proper thread and on 
thin paper, is better than one on, two on or three on hand sewing. Some of the 
publishers are using tapes and some of them strings. Some are using a piece of 
super on the back and bringing this over the edge of the board so as to form a hinge, 
or joint, for part of the length of the book. A word of personal praise now and 
then to the publishers who are doing well will help the good work along. 


BINDING AND REPAIRING IN THE BUILDING. 


The majority of our law libraries are in fire-proof buildings or in those of 
some form of slow burning construction. These collections of books are valuable 
in a money sense and above value in many cases in a legal sense. On these ac- 
counts as librarians, we hesitate at sending sets of laws and reports to the binders for 
the reason that we can as a rule secure no insurance on them while so placed. All 
hinderies are hazardous risks and books sent to them, as a general thing, are not in- 
surable. Consequently it may be advisable wherever money and space can be se- 
cured to equip and maintain at least a repairing outfit in the library. In most of 
our law libraries, it is to be feared, floorspace is the desideratum. How much is 
necessary? A room 10x12, the long diameter taking in two windows if possible, 
well lighted by gas or electricity, heated, with some shelving and water, will do 
nicely. This need not be on the main floor, better upstairs away from the readers, 
as there may be some pounding necessary in the work. 


HOW MUCH OF AN OUTFIT IS NECESSARY ? 

An ordinary long table, raised some 6 or 8 inches from the floor or a pine bench 
built for the purpose, running along under the windows, a bench press and boards, 
a gilding or laying press, oil or gas stove, a glue pot and paste pails are all that is 
necessary for repairing alone.

You may add to this a forwarding hammer and beating iron and then come in- 
side of $50.00. 

For stock you need the leathers used on your books, some backing paper, super 
cloth, headends, glue and end or lining paper. 

The amount and expense of stock varies, of course, with the work done. 

Arrange with your local binder for the services of a forwarder, after he has 
done his part of the work as finisher, and to pay the binder for the services of the 
workman and in addition for the use of type, palette, fillets and rolls, and, also, glue, 
paste, size and gold leaf. Each workman has his own small tools as folders, shears, 
rule, dividers, etc. Or the payment may be so much per volume, or so much an 
hour or as a contract lumpum, just as most convenient. 
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Always remember that in consideration of the library’s furnishing room, bench, 
heavy tools, heat light, leather or cloth stock, you only pay for the labor and use of 


small tools and glue, paste, size and gold leaf as above.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLIOGRAPHY OF AMERICAN STATUTE 
LAW. 


Your committee on Legal Bibliography to which was referred the question of 
the reparation of a check-list of American Statute Law respectfully report that 
the following conclusions have been arrived at. Mr. T. L. Cole who was appointed 
a member of this committee deemed it impossible to serve and withdrew, and his place 
on the committee has not been filled. 

Immediately after the meeting at Bretton Woods through correspondence with 
Mr. Cole your committee were advised by him that his manuscript bibliography of 
American Statute Law was entirely at the service of this committee if they desired 
to use it. 

It is well known to the members of this association that Mr. Cole is an expert 
authority on statute law bibliography and it is unnecessary for us to enlarge upon 
the value of his offer so generously made. His list, the result of nearly twenty-five 
years of constant work in this one field of American Statute Law has been thor- 
oughly and accurately done. It is full and detailed and the work of a master hand. 
It gives full titles, imprints, collations, shows all variations in editions and other- 
wise and is annotated with bibliographical and historical notes. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Cole desired to be excused from serving as a mem- 
her of the committee and well knowing the great value of his advice, he at our earnest 
solicitation has consented to act in a sort of “‘advisory capacity” and assures us that 
he will aid us so far as it lies in his power. 

Your committee have reached the following conclusions : 

First. That the notes and data made available by Mr. Cole’s offer should be 
made the basis of any check-list or any bibliography of American Statute Law. Any 
attempt to duplicate the work he has so ably done would be useless and at the best 
would be incomplete. 

Second. A mere check-list such as was originally contemplated is unnecessary 
and would be practically a duplication of work already well done. We refer to the 
Tower Collection of Colonial Laws; the check-list of Colonial Laws prepared by 
Miss Hasse and published by the American Historical Association; the catalogues 
of the New York Bar Association, 1892; Catalogue Department of Justice Library, 
1904; Harvard Law School Catalogue, 1909, and to other lists of similar import- 
ance and value. ; 

Third. That the project should be approached from the strictly bibliographical 
standpoint and that if anything is done by this association it should lend its aid to 
the preparation and printing of an exhaustive bibliography with full titles, imprints, 
collations covering all the American Statute Law that has not been previously 
printed ; a bibliography in the fullest sense of the word. 
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Fourth. The work should be edited and put through the press as a whole under 
the supervision of some capable person and as ready proof-sheets should be submit- 
ted to a person in each state for corrections and additions if any can be suggested. 

We do not believe that effective work or good results can be hoped for by means 
of co-operative editing. Such work is not uniform in its operation and almost al- 
ways complicates matters. 

Fifth. The printing of the bibliography and putting it through the press would 
be matters of much difficulty. Such a bibliography as we have outlined cannot with 
advantage be printed in instalments and we advise that such a plan is not feasible 
or desirable principally because of the long intervals that would necessarily elapse 
between the instalments and the resulting condition that when the work was all in 
type it would be scattered through the pages of some periodical and extended over 
a long period of time and be a cumbersome and unfinished product. 

Sixth. We advise that the entire matter be thoroughly canvassed and the plan 
and scope of the bibliography be fully determined upon before any action is taken. 
Definite instructions should be given the committee having the matter in hand as 
to the plan and scope of the work and that the two following main points be decided : 

a. Shall the bibliography of American Statute Law be made as complete and 
exhaustive as possible, giving full titles, descriptions, notes, ete., as recommended 
elsewhere in this report ? 

b. Shall a check-list of American Statute Law as was first suggested be prepared ? 

Seventh. If either of the above propositions are adopted we recommend that 
the committee having the work in charge be definitely advised as to what expense 
the Association is willing to incur. 

Eighth. Your committee are not in a position to form any estimate of the 
probable cost of the full bibliography recommended, further than this, that the mass 
of material is large and there is no reason to believe that it would occupy less than 
1,000 pages of an ordinary 8vo. book and very likely more than that. 

Ninth. It seems to your committee that the necessary expense involved in an 
undertaking of this nature is far more than the present resources of the Association 
warrant and that certainly no action should be taken until a definite and practical 
method of financing the undertaking is fully developed. 

We further recommend that the thanks of this Association be officially com- 
municated to Mr. T. L. Cole for his generous offer of assistance whenever the work 
is taken up and to also advise him that the association is deeply grateful for placing 
his lists and data concerning American Statute Law at the disposal of this Associa- 
tion whenever it is in a position to publish the same.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT. 


Since coming to the convention we learn that the Bibliographical Society, the 
Library of Congress and the New York State Library have under consideration the 
preparation and publication of a bibliography of the American Statute Law. In 
view of this fact, your committee considers it useless to duplicate the work. We 
do not recommend the discontinuance of the committee, but, rather, that a com- 
mittee be appointed by the incoming president whose duty it shall be to co-operate 
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with the other association and institutions above mentioned in bringing about re- 
sults. Your committee is further of the opinion that this Association should each 
year bring about at least one meritorious publication along the line of bibliographi- 
cal work. It occurs to us that there is 2 demand and a great need for a bibliography 
of the various bar association proceedings. We consider it within the ability of the 
Association to publish such a work. We therefore recommend the preparation and 
publication of a descriptive bibliography of such proceedings—national, state and 
city. That such bibliography when published be for free distribution to the mem- 
bership of this Association and to all others sold for such a sum as may be deter- 
mined by the executive committee.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EXCHANGE OF DUPLICATES. 


The committee on exchange of duplicates would respectfully submit for your 
consideration the following report: 

At the Bretton Woods conference after some discussion it was decided that an 
attempt should be made to effect an exchange of duplicate material between libraries 
possessing such material, by the issuance of a list which should be a cumulation of 
all lists of duplicates sent to the chairman of the committee. 

A copy of this list was to be sent to each member of the Association. A cor- 
respondence between interested librarians could then be opened and it was hoped 
that more or less of the material which has been lying dormant in our basements and 
attics might be brought out to do active service on the shelves. 

Ten lists from as many libraries, were sent to the chairman, who put them into 
classified form, printed 150 copies on a duplicating machine and mailed them on 
Jan. 31, 1910, to the members whose names were furnished by the Secretary of the 
Association. 

From letters received, the following difficulties appeared to be presented: Li- 
braries which had not sent in exchange lists were desirous of securing items listed, 
but had nothing definite to offer in return. Some librarians were in receipt of in- 
quiries from the book men, with whom they did not wish to exchange, but who being 
members of the Association, had received the lists. Some few items were in great 
demand, and some librarians were disappointed in not being able to secure the de- 
sired items. This, however, would be true of auction sales and the like, and the de- 
mand possibly serves to show the scarcity and to some extent the value of the item. 
Some errors in the list often caused an inquirer to receive the reply that there was 
no such item for exchange. 

All exchange lists were returned to the respective libraries sending them, on 
Jan. 31, 1910. 

Fourteen pages of closely listed items made up the Exchange proposition for 
1910. The titles of items and names of libraries owning them were as much ab- 
hreviated as was thought safe. 

The chairman feeling that she had had an advantage over the other members 
of the Association in handling the lists, made no attempt to secure items for her 
library but when letters came asking for items advertised by the University of Michi- 
gan, the desired exchange was made if possible. 
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The value which this work has had must be expressed by those who may have 
derived some advantage therefrom, and further information must be gained from 
the discussion which may follow this report. 

In view of the fact that it has been suggested that the collection of Bar Asso- 
ciation Reports should receive the attention of the law librarians during the coming 
year, would it not be well to issue a list of duplicate bar association reports this year, 
in order that such pamphlets and books should be brought from their hiding places 
all over the country and distributed to the libraries where they are needed to com- 
plete files. If a thorough clearing of one class of duplicate material could be made 
each year, it would seem that better results might follow than to attempt to cover 
the whole field at once.

In the discussion which followed this report, it seemed to be the general opinion 
that the method followed the past year was not fruitful enough to warrant the is- 
suance of a similar list, but the committee was continued with instructions to com- 
pile a list of all duplicate Bar Association report material which should be sent in 
and to publish the list as soon as possible in the Law Library Journal and Index to 
Legal Periodicals. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LIST OF LAW LIBRARIES AND LAW 
LIBRARIANS. 


Your committee, appointed to compile a list of law libraries and librarians in 
the United States and Canada with addresses, is not able to make a final report, but 
has completed a tentative list of 104 law libraries in Canada and 475 law libraries 
in the United States, making a total of 579. 

This list is only tentative and should not be published in its present form. 

The labor of compiling, the list naturally divides itself into two parts, (1) ob- 
taining the names of law libraries, or supposed law libraries from any source availa- 
ble, and (2) communicating directly with each of the libraries in order to have au- 
thentic data furnished by them. 

The committee found that there were in existence a number of lists, notably, 
those found in the bulletins of the United States Bureau of Education. The last 
of these bulletins, published in 1909, giving data for 1908, contained 175 law li- 
braries, but was confined to such as had 5,000 volumes and over. Patterson’s Col- 
lege Directory for 1909 contains a list, which bears evidence of not having been thor- 
oughly revised at a recent date. The California State Library issued in January 
of this year a complete list of the libraries of that state, containing 67 law libraries. 
No recent list for Canada was found. 

Your committee has addressed a number of letters and circular letters to li- 
braries, universities, publishing houses, and others from whom it was supposed in- 
formation could be obtained of existing libraries, and has in general received very 
generous response, and from all of these sources has compiled the list as above 
stated. 

After the full completion of such tentative list, it was the plan of the commit- 
tee to send out a circular letter to the various libraries and ask for the data, but 
this work has not yet been done by the committee except for the Canada list. 
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We are in communication with other sources of information, from which it is 
expected that the names of many other libraries will be added to our tentative list. — 

The second part of the work, namely, communicating with the libraries and 
making all data authentic has not yet begun, we having concentrated our efforts 
towards the completion of the tentative list. 

From our experience it is believed that returns may be obtained from most of 
these libraries to enable a correct and complete list to be made in time for publica- 
tion in the October number of the Journal, if so desired by the Association, or at the 
outside, in the Cumulative January number. 

In collecting data, we have confined ourselves to the matters referred to us by 
the resolution, except that we have sought to obtain a statement of the number of 
volumes. No other single item is so useful in giving a generally correct idea of 
the character and importance of each collection. We think, however, before puh- 
lishing the list, we ought to have data also showing the general character of the li- 
brary in regard to its use. 

Our list contains state libraries (except those informing us that they have no 
law collection), state, county and district bar libraries maintained at public expense, 
bar and library associations, law schools, and colleges and other general libraries 
maintaining a separate law department, including the public library of Jersey 
City, N. J. 

Most of these libraries are intended for the use of the members of the bar es- 
pecially and the public generally, or are confined to the use of students of law or to 
members of association, or, in block libraries, to tenants. Our list also contains 
many libraries maintained at public expense for the use of certain public officials. 
such as corporation counsel, attorney-general, surrogate, judges’ consultation li- 
braries and others intended for the sole use of those officials, at least primarily. 

If the Association will authorize it, the committee will endeavor in compiling 
the list to classify the libraries in some suitable way so as to show the character of 
the use of the library. 

Mr. Mettee, who was formerly chairman of the committee, resigned and the 
undersigned was made chairman in his place, who, with Miss Mary K. Ray of the 
Nebraska State Library, are the only remaining members of the committee. 

Many of the libraries on this list are little more than collections of a few law 
books. We would recommend that the number of volumes be omitted from the 
published list where less than 1,000 volumes, but that the name of the library and 
librarian with address be retained.

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The Law Library of the University of Michigan will during the coming year 
continue to catalog its collection of statute and session laws on the standard 3x5 
card. The work is being done on a duplicating machine which furnishes an exact 
reproduction of a No. 7 Remington typewritten card. The data printed on the 
cards consists of a full title page entry, to which is added the number of pages and 
size of the volume. No attempt is made to annotate the cards in any way. Any 
Librarian wishing to secure copies of these cards, may do so by sending to Miss Ger- 
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trude Elstner Woodard, Law Library of the University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, 
Mich., blank 3x5 cards, paying express on the same both ways. There will be no 
charge for printing the cards. No smaller nor larger cards than 3x5 can be used. 
In order to get the series of cards which will be printed during 1910-11, all blan': 
cards should be in Miss Woodard’s hands by November 15, 1910. No extra cards 
will be kept on hand and no reprints will be made. Blanks received after Novem- 
ber 15 will receive the impression running at the time of receipt. No more than 
1,000 cards should be sent at one time. Anyone wishing more than one card of a 
kind or desiring certain states only, may arrange specially for the same. Sample 
cards may be had on application to Miss Woodard. 

For the benefit of Librarians who sent cards last vear, it may be said, that the 
New York series of cards is almost finished. No cards have been returned to their 
owners as yet, for there are a few volumes of New York laws which must be obtained 
in order to make the Octavo set complete.
